This is to advise you that last week we removed f r om our 
registration records Mr. Leland (Lee) Opalinski, who is 
currently registered as an Explorer Advisor of Explorer 
Post 2012 in our District #7. We have been notified by our 
County Attorney that Mr. Opalinski has been arrested and 
charged with sodomy and indecent liberties with minor 
children.

He is marrted, but 
has no children. He formerly worked with the State Highway 
Department but for the past year and one-half or two years, 
has been seif-employed as a bakery route salesman. 

According to the County Attorney, who is also one of our 
Council Vice Presidents, the evidence against this man is 
quite overwhelming and we have taken steps to eliminate 
him from all Scouting connections in this Council, and re- 
spectfully request that his name be placed in the Confidential 
Files in the National Office.
